There was n 
special table at which six could sit. 
paying an extra shilling each for the 
privilege. 
They had just got seated 


when a man paid 7 shillings to clear 
them out, and they paid another 8 shil- 
lings to sit on, and so it went on. They 
arrange all this themselves, and this la 
their way of giving to the cause. One 
man had a tin of sirup. He said he 
Would pay 2 shillings to pour It over 
another man's head who had got'hlui- 
eelf up well In a large collar, etc.; this 


, man paid 3 shillings to be let off, the 


first man 4 shillings again to do it, the 
other 5 shillings to escape, the first fi 
shillings to do It—and did it, and, oh, 
the laughter and the mess!"

THE SACRED^ CODFISH. 


Famous 
Emblem That 
Adorns the 


MiMichuiettt Statahoute. 


A codfish carved in wood hangs on 


the white mahogany wall of the Massa- 
chusetts hall-of representatives in the 
etatehouse In Boston. 
Between two 


classic pillars it occupies a place of 
honor, directly opposite the desk of 
the presiding officer. This wooden fish 
is the renowned original sacred codfish 
of the Old Colony, and It has assisted 
at the ^deliberations of the lawmakers 
of Massachusetts for more than a ecu 
tury and u half, gathering sanctity year 
' by year. It is a relic of the old build- 
ing which preceded the present state 
house, and great Is the dignity of this 
souvenir of colonial art and industry. 


The following account of its origin 


is given In a Boston, paper: 


"Captain John Welch of Boston was 


.the creator and carver of the celebrat- 
ed fish. He was a wood carver of re- 
nown for'his time and in 1747 estab- 
lished his business in Dock square. He 
belonged to the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery ; company and afterward be- 
came Its .captain. He was'called upon 
to' contribute to the decoration of the 
colonial assembly "hall, and as at that 
period, codfish was the colony's main 
article of export Captain Welch con- 
ceived the idea of Immortalizing the 
king fish of the Massachusetts waters. 
When completed the carving was fin- 
ished off and colored so as to be a fac 
ehnlle of life and was hung on the 
•wall of the assembly, hall."

County Division 


The agitation for County Division has been fos- 


tered for year* by the heaviest tax payers and 
largest owners of ranch property id this valley. 
The project 13 simply a demand by ranchers for 
self-government. 
The territory of the proposed 


new county is almost exclusively horticultural and 
agricultural. 
Its needs are those of the fruit, 


vegetable and grain Industrie!?. Its people are law 
abiding, peaceful producers of wealth. 
They are 


the class of people who produce fewest dependents 
and detectives for public care iti hospitals and 
amongst whom criminal tendencies and criminal 
conditions are least. 


Hence they need a unique type of political cen- 


tre 1. They have vastly less need of political over- 
sight than they do public attention to their com- 
mon interests. These common interests are many 
and direct. 
We are now paying sufficient taxes to 


have all these needs abundantly supplied. 
With 


our own people in control, levying taxes, collecting 
revenue and supervising expenditures we can dem- 
onstrate our capacity for sell-government, and not 
until tnen. 
At present we pay too much for the 


privilege of being governed by outsiders. 


On the basis of last year's assessed valuation ot 


property and the average tax rate of the past five 
years for county government, that part of the new 
county now in Los Angeles county will pay enough 
money in taxes this fall to pay all the running ex- 
penses of the new counfy and have some surplus 
remaining, and this without touching the $49,000 
of revenue from the part of San Bernardino .county 
which is included within the proposed boundaries 
of San Antonio. 


Los Angeles county now has a lower tax rate 


than any other county in the state. 
It is estimated 


that this low rate of .524 can be much lowered and 
provide all the legitimate demands for government 
by the new county. Attention has been called to 
the new demands in Los Angeles county for new 
buildings and grounds for court bouse, jails and 
hospitals, as well as the increase of nearly twenty- 
five per cent in county salaries which must be pro- 
vided for in the tax levy of next year. 
Another 


significant argument has not been 
mentioned 


heretofore. 


The "railroad" wants to get out ol1 county poli- 


tics. 
The people a,t'large say s hearty, Amen! 


The state government wishes it. When these three 
agree on earth as touching anything it is sure to 
pass. The last legislature passed a bill looking to 
the exemption from county and municipal taxation 
all public service corporations. 
This' will exempt, 


in railroad property alone, more than six million 
dollars of assessed • valuation • in 
Los 
Angeles 


county. 


These several items of increased expenditure and 


of increased valuations subject to assessment for 
county purposes makes it reasonably certain that 
the county rate of valuations must be largely in- 
creased. 
In the new county, having no terminals, 


shops, round houses, and other railroad equipment 
to lose, and but small valuations in gas and elec- 
tric plants, street railways, express and 
other 


transportation companies, our county tax may be 
held stationary or even decreased by reason of the 
development of our lands. 


Even if all this were not cold and relentless fact 


but only visionary speculation, and we found that 
we could not reduce our county taxation below the 
present level of tax in Los Angeles county, it 
would still remain true that it is abundantly worth 
while to establish local self-government for this 
great citrus and cereal colony. 
But no sane mind 


having acquaintance with public affairs could be- 
lieve that the 22,000 people nestled in the lap of 
the Mt. San Antonio water shed could use $150,000 
or even half of that sum, in strictly county govern- 
ment. 
^ 


All our arguments thus far have been to the ex- 


clusion of road construction and road tax, and, for 
the most part, of the work of a Horticultural Com- 
mission. These factors are of sufficient importance 
10 demand separate and special treatment. 
They 


are obviously about the most important of our com- 
mon needs. 


If we establish a county government of our own 


can we get what we are now getting in good roads 
and service from the Horticultural Commission for 
less money, or can we get bettor service for the 
same money? 
There is but one answer to that 


question. 
You shall see it for yourselves.

But the salary and expense cost is the least im- 


portant feature of comparative statistics. 
The bill 


for incidental expense is both instructive and an- 
unanswcrable argument for county 
division. We

As if this sum of eleven hundred thousand dollars 


were not enough we are face to face with an increase 
of salaries amounting to $162,260.00 
without any 


corresponding increase in official efficiency. We must 
help to pay for more grounds and buildings for offi- 
ces and jails- 


A most important feature of the salary matter 


from our standpoint is that our portion of the ex- 
pense is a constant drain vipon this district. It goes ' 
from us to build up the city of Los Angeles and its 
immediate environs. Our money does not come back 
into our district. We have had but one county offi- 
cer elected in twenty years from east of the San Ga- 
briel river. Mr. Howe's election was due in great 
part to Ijis past railroad services and not to his 
identitiy with our sectipn. When the new COUP 
is formed all money paid in. public salaries will go 
back to build up the districts which furnish the offi- 
cers and pay thf taxes- \ 


Of the enormous sum spent on the incidentals of 


our present county government we cause but a slight 
portion of ;the expense and reap ,but indirect benefit 
from most of that expenditure. Why should we pay 
public bills more than private ones which are caus- 
ed by others? 
In the new county we will get all 


"we pay for and pay only for what we get. 


Our taxes for this year are assessed. The assessor 


wisely refuses access to the assessment rolls. He 
wants us to live in peace as long as we can. We must 
pay our taxes this fall. They amount to a sum ap- 
proximating $65,000.00. 
To whom shall we pay 


them? On the answer to that question depends the 
whole county division project. 
If we continue to 


pay them into the Los Angeles county treasury we 
shall continue to get just what we have been get- 
ting—big salaries, bigger expensesvand an immense 
budget for incidentals. If we organize a new county 
and pay taxes to ourselves, what shall we get? 


1. Homo people in full control of home affairs, 


officials who are neighbors. 


2. Money enough from the whole district to run 


the new county, paying its fixed charges, for two 
years- 


3. A surplus at the disposal of the supervisors to 


be spent on "best roads," or any other enterprise 
for the upbuilding of the county. 


4. Free use of buildings and grounds for county 


offices, the tenure of the new city hall to be deter- 
mined by the supervisors. 


5. All salaries going back into the district which 


pays the taxes. 


6- A county whose compactness, prosperity, high 


social status, general distribution of population, free- 
dom from natural obstacles to travel, short distances 
to be covered by officials and litigants, and uniform 
occupations would be capable of being governed at 
the lowest tax rate of all the counties in the state. 


Average efficiency on the* part of the officers you 


are asked to elect would guarantee this most fav- 
orable result. 


In view of all this is it wise to let personal feel- 


ing and personal differences sway the decision? The 
pleasant social and business relations with the me- 
tropolis would bo no less pleasant and permanent. 
Only dead indifference can be blind to the fact that 
loeal self government is the privilege and right of tax 
payers everyvvliere. 


I'rgent requests are already coming in that the 


proposed boundaries of tiie new county be enlarged. 
These petitions are from heavy tax payers who are 
roused by the foregoing facts and by others of 
even more startling 
import. Of these we shall 


speak later- But if those already mentioned were all 
tlu material t'ai-ts. we believe they would fully justi- 
ly the fu-tivities of The County Division Bureau. Po- 
tlu' activities ot The County Division Bureau, Poiuo- 
iiiona, California.

Do we Need a New 


High School? 


Editor of the Covina Argus— 


Dear Sir:—At tho 
recent mass, 


meeting I was asked to set forth Iho 
needs of a now high school building. 
Many times since the question has 
been asked of me. 


Supposing that every patron and 


taxpayer of the district is interested 
in the answer of this question, I bog 
tho use of your valuable columns to 
bring this before the people. 


It has been truthfully said that 


bricks and mortar and courses of 
study do not make a school, 
but 


earnest young men and women and 
ideals. 


It is also true that tho education 


of twenty-five years ago was different 
from that of today, which needs a 
different equipment. 


Then it was classical and [theoreti- 


cal; today it is scientific and practi- 
cal. 
That which sufficed in the days 


of Garfield is inadequate today. 
The 


farmer 
of that period raised good 


crops by using the wooden mould- 
board plow and the brush harrow, 
but the agriculturist of today must 
havtf his diso. plow, and his spring- 
toothed harrow. So the school build- 
ing of today must have more than 
four'walls, chairs and a teacher's 
desk. 
Modern education also de- 


mands that there is sufficient room 
for efficient work. 


In Coviua wo have, at the present 


time, 
a , building containing four 


good recitation rooms, a physics Jab- 
oratory, a commercial 
department, 


(the latter two are also used for reci- 
taition purposes), a library and an 
assembly room. 


The chemical labratory, which is 


at present in the basement of the 
grammar building, is poorly lighted, 
illy 
ventilated and antiquated in 


equipment. 
Moreover the plumb- 


ing is poor- and the general condi- 
tion such that it is difficult' to do 
work which the universities will ac- 
cept. An overhauling of the plumbing 
and equipment within the next two 
years will cost from 8200 to 1300 
•and the building of a new room and 
equipment, 
near the present high 


school, 
would cost from 8800 to 


$1000. 


Tho physical laboratory, with Its 


various tables and the do!' 
o appa- 


ratus, is not the most-con. _.iient nor 
the most economical place, on ac- 
count of the danger of injury to the 
instruments, to hold recitations in 
other subjects. It has been nocesaiir-y 
during the past year, and I believe 
before, to carry on the drawing in 
the commercial room. 
Hero 
the 


suitable 
arrangement 
of 
models, 


which should be undisturbed for sev- 
eral days, and the right position of 
the 
student, with his easel, have 


boon almost impossible on account 
of the high and broad tables used in 
the commercial department. 
Again, 


the commercial work is largely in- 
dividual and 
work should 


students in inclement wcnthcr must- 
crowd around tho 1'urnnco in the base- 
ment, stand in tho hallways or UHO a 
rocitntion room, in all of which the 
air ia vitiated or tho surroundings 
unwholesome. 
Wo have no cloak 


room, but permit the boys and girls 
to hang their wraps around the hull 
ways or in the lavatories. 


\Vo, have no gymnasium nor any 


facilities for physical culture, and 
yet wo doom 
it, essential to try 'to 


carry on this work. 
We havo no 


laboratory 
for 
physical geography 


work, hcnco cannot offer a course in 
this subject, which many of our best 
high schools are now offering. 


We need those facilities and con- 


ditions and tho best is none too good 
for Covina. 


Around us on every hnnd the peo- 


ple demand and have these things. 
At, A/visa, at Pomona, at Alhambra, 
at South Pasadena, at Whittier, tho 
people havo voted ample funds and 
tho trustees have provided all of tho 
tbingrc 
we lack for their schools. 


Alhambra 
has put 855,000 into 


her now high school building alone. 
South Pasadena has just completed 
ii handsome new high school at a cost 
of not loss than 800,0,00. 
Whittier 


has one o[ the most, beautiful and 
best equipped high schools in South- 
urn California and Pomona boasts of. 
her" handsome new structure. 


Covina 
High 
School 
District, 


which now has a population of 2100 
and an assessed valuation of 81,120,- 
577, 
will, with a conservative esti- 


mate, in live years have a population 
of 5000 and an assessed valuation of 
almost $2,000,000. 
Wo have en 


rolled 98 pupils this year. 
Thirty 


more will be the limit of our present 
capacity. 
What will we do with 


the additional 100 or 150 we may 
reasonably expect within the next 
three or five years? 


Again, our grammar grade build- 


ing is now all in use and some of the 
rooms are crowded. 
With a new 


building for the high school the pres- 
ent high school building could be 
used for the upper grammar grades. 


Providing for the high school now 


will relievo both schools from tho 
congestion which two years will sure- 
ly bring.
